it. 

Why is it so mean-tempered and 
anti-social? Put two in the same tank 
and they will immediately try to kill 
each other. 

How can it stand itself? It is one 
of the ugliest creatures alive (with a 
face reminiscent of a bulldog’s and a 
body like an eel’s) and prefers stag- 
nant, foul, mephitic, fetid swamp wa- 
ter to New York City drinking water 
and dies in good clean salt water. 

All the Known species of lung fish 
come from Australia, Africa or South 
America. In South America alone 
does the lung fish appear to have any 
function. It is the favorite fish of the 
cayman, an undiscriminating type of 
alligator. 

It is the lung fish’s aestivation tech- 
nique that perplexes science most. Aes- 
tivation is something like hibernation 
except that the motivation is differ- 
ent. A bear hibernates to survive the 
cold; a lung fish aestivates to survive 
drouth. 


Ages ago when the waters in which 
the lung fish lived began to dry up, it 
scught refuge in the viscous mud at 
the bottom. Finally it developed the 
ability to curl up in the exposed mud, 
leaving only a breathing hole, and stay 
there until rains came and the water 
returned. — : 

The lung fish can go into aestiva- 
tion at a moment’s notice. It burrows 
into the mud and then loops its body, 
head up, so that its filmy tail covers 
the eyes. If it didn’t do that it would 
die. 

It then secrets a mucous sac which 
covers all of its body except the eyes 
and mouth. The tail takes care of the 
eyes and the mouth remains unob- 
structed to permit breathing. 


This membrane, absolutely impervi- 
ous to water and air (and itself a fine 
puzzle for science), effectively prevents 
evaporation and the loss of bodily 
fluids. It also prevents elimination of 
body wastes, and that is what astounds ' 
students. Why doesn’t the lung fish, 
after three or four years in its cake of |

kidney is capable of separating the |

Other vertebrates die 
when the concentration is no more 
than 20 in 1,000,000.

This ‘middle course” extends to the 
program to be followed in evacuation 
of all American Nationals who can be 
persuaded to leave Shanghai and other 
Chinese war areas, and in the efforts 
to protect those Nationals who elect or 
are compelled to remain in the war 
zones. To a lesser extent protection 
will be extended, where possible, to 
American property in the troubled 
areas. 

To this end President Roosevelt has 
ordered 1200 U. S. marines from San 
Diego, to Shanghai to reinforce the 
1150 men of the fourth marines and 
the contingent from Manila already on 
duty there.
